1 . This Office Action is in response to correspondence filed March 21 , 201 1 in 
reference to application 10/733,995. Claims 1-16 and 18 are pending and have been 
examined. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment filed March 21 , 201 1 has been accepted and considered in this 
office action. Claims 1 , 7, and 13 have been amended, and claim 18 has been added. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed March 21 , 201 1 , with respect to the 
rejection made under 35 U.S.C. 103 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The rejections of the claims have been withdrawn.

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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1 2. Consider claim 1 , the prior art of record, Yuschik and Mahajan, do not teach or 
fairly suggest the limitations of "determining, based at least in part on the at least one 
measure, whether to modify the current grammar from the first menu to be 
distinguishable from the at least one grammar from the second menu" in combination 
with the other limitations of the claims. The prior art teaches modifying grammars so 
that they are distinguishable within a single menu. The prior art does not teach 
modifying grammars so that grammars are distinguishable across different menus. 
Therefore claim 1 is allowable. 

1 3. Claims 7 and 1 3 require similar limitations and are allowable as well.
